When T erry Cjupen 
ter. delegate from N ebraska, tried 
to nominate Joe Sm ith for V i c e 
President, CBS 
N ew sm an 
B i l l 
Leonard tracked him down and got 
an interview on the spot. 


"WITHOUT TH E w alkie-talkie." 
says Zelman, " it would have been 
alm o t impossible to find C arpen­ 
ter, fight through the m ob on the 
convention floor, and com plete the 
interview while it was still news­ 
w orthy." 
The walkie-talkie Leonard car­ 
ried was a bulky beast. It was 
heavy and its b atteries kept run­ 
ning down. 
At the 1960 conventions the sev­ 
en CBS News w alk-and-talk report­ 
ers will carry transistorized trans­ 
m itters that w eight a m ere five 
pounds. Their power has been in­ 
creased four-fold, and th eir bat­ 
teries will last much longer.
